Guthrie, Ok., April 4.—The Senate 
with a bare working majority today 
advanced to a third reading and for 
final passage Monday eight measures 
recommended by the special “steering” 
committee.

SAYS DAWES RECORDS 
SHOW TAXABLE LAUDS 


Opinion Rendered by Oklahoma’s At­ 
torney General. 


Muskogee, Ok., April 4.—According 
to an opinion 
by Attorney 
General 
West the records of the Dawes com­ 
mission, kept here, are conclusive as 
to what lands of the Indians are tax­ 
able by the state and counties. 
In 
the Cherokee Nation the taxable lands 
the Attorney General states, are the 
surplus lands of interm arried citi­ 
zens, dead claims or where the allot­ 
tee owner is dead, surplus or where 
the allottee owner is dead, surplus of 
the freedmen and those lands of the 
mixed bloods whose restrictions have 
been removed. 
In the Creek Nation 
the 
taxable 
lands are the surplus of the mixed 
bloods, the freemen and dead claims. 
In the Choctaw and Chickasaw Na­ 
tions it is the surplus of intermarried 
citizens, dead claims and lands of the 
mixed bloods upon which restrictions 
have been removed. In these two na- 
tions this applies whether the restric­ 
tions have been removed by the Indian 
agent or by operation of 
the 
law, 
which covers one-fourth in one year, 
one-half in three years and remainder 
in five years. 
In all of these nations 
those lands are also taxable where 
the restrictions have been removed by 
acts of congress. 
In the Seminole Nation none of the 
lands are taxable until deeds have 
been issued, save lands of dead claims.
